Another characteristic of modern govern- 


ment ia its support from. ournallsm. It ia not 
too much to say that it could not exist and 
could not have existed without it, less from 
tae direct influence whlca it exerts than from 
publicly and ctese scrutiny of official action 
which It secures. Until a hundred years ajro 
legislatures, tae world over, aat practically 
with closed,doors. 
Journalism during this 


century has demanded that they be thrown 
open, and has thus put the people bodily Into 
the legislative assembly. Secrecy hag been 
lost and safety gained—safety, for no law is so 
bad as the ill-considered law, and no law can be 
well-considered that has not been fully dls- 
us&ed in public by the mea whoso interests ic 
concerns. Here, ; think, has been the great 
work of tae newspaper in politics. It has 
turned on the electric Ufrat. Its direct influence 
on the masses of the people may be easily 
overrated. It acts on the politicians more than 
on the community at large. It distributes 
offices and brings men Into power, but it is 
often forced to think and act too quickly, per- 
hais too sel&ahly, to be In touch wiu the real 
movements of pub! io opinion. Newspaper dis- 
cusalon ol questions of state is, no doubt, often 
fl ppant, and sometimes showing a desire to 
say something striking rauer taan to gay 
something true. In a government like Ger- 
many, but half-modernized, the newspaper, 
too. is but half-modernized. 
Bismarck this 


year brought into the Reichstag a btll to visit 
editors of socialistic journals, who deny the 
right of private property, with three years' 
imprisonment.
